Two meeting have been held with the representatives of ONI, 

A-2 and State Department present. Intelligence Branch was repre- 
sented. At the first meeting a series of points was considered 
(see TAB' A). At the second meeting held June 26 a paper was 
presented by the Information Branch for consideration and solution 
of the problem (see TAB B). All points therein were approved by 
all present with the exception that it was agreed to postpone deci- 
sion on 3d. until the next meeting when representatives of Immigra- 
tion, _ Customs, Commerce and F.B.I. will be invited to be present. 

At this time the question as to wh ether to incorporate additional 
information necessary to the production of a central index into 
existing Immigration or Customs forms or whether to use a new form 
/information register/ will be discussed. It was agreed that point 
Ue. of the recommendations would have to be considered at a later 
date . 


If a satisfactory scheme for the recording of incoming personnel 
can be developed at the next meeting, it is hoped to make a final 
recommendation for C.I.G. action before July 8.
